Benner, Gettysburg a t­ 
torney, as a Democratic candidate for 
president judge of the 51st judicial 
district, which consists of Adams and 
Fulton counties. 
Aside from the bare announcement 
that the nominating papers will be 
filed at the state bureau of elections. 
Harrisburg, 
Monday, 
Mr. 
Benner 
would not comment on his candidacy 
today, adding that he would prepare 
a statement for publication coincident 
with th© filing of the papers. 
With the circulation of Mr. Ben­ 
ner’s petition the fog of uncertainty 
as to the Democratic standard-bearer 
in the Democratic party for the judge­ 
ship. now filled by Donald P. McPher­ 
son, Republican, who on Thursday an­ 
nounced his candidacy for re-election, 
has lifted. 
Agree On Benner 
There had been rumors that J. L. 
Williams, Gettysburg attorney, would 
head the Democrat fight to oust Judge 
McPherson from the bench, and his 
candidacy was spoken of in 
high 
circles of his party, hut Robert D. 
Bream, Cashtown, chairman 
of the 
Democratic party, this morning said 
that, so far as he knew, Mr. Williams 
had never fully consented to run and 
was only a hypothetical candidate. 
According to Chairman Bream, the 
Democratic party in Adams and Ful­ 
ton counties is agreed on Mr. Ben­ 
nel- and “will back him to the last 
man.” 
Even while Mr. Williams was 
being mentioned as the candidate, Mr. 
Renner was approached by leaders In 
the Democratic party to accept the 
nomination, according to Mr. Bream. 
Mr. Benner will not be opposed with­ 
in his party at

primary, 
and 
Judge McPherson likewise will have 
clear sailing in his party in Septem­ 
ber’s voting.

Does Nose Dive 
Becker had been doing a thriving 
business all afternoon, taking one pas­ 
senger at a time for a ride at a charge 
of $5 for about ten minutes in the air, 
His take-offs and 
landings had been 
made in sure and skillful fashion all 
through the day, and his engine had 
scarcely stopped 
through 
the after­ 
noon, one passenger climbing aboard 
as another dismounted.

meals to prepare For 12 to 15 men 
Each machine has a crew of three to ' 
five men and the remainder of the 
help usually is 
obtained 
from 
ad­ 
joining farms. 
Spread of 
the 
angoumois 
grain 
moth is causing many 
farm ers 
to 
thiesh in the fields which results in 
additional work for the men with the 
machine. 
Eighteen hour days are not 
uncommon among 
the 
th resher men 
who frequently move for one location 
to another after 
night, in 
order to 
get an early start the next day. 
Threshermen 
try 
to 
keep 
their 
jum ps to a 
minimum 
and 
usually 
operate on a time schedule. 
Dates 
are reserved 
months 
ahead and it 
takes 
something 
extraordinary

keep the workers from fulfilling them, 
as both the farm er and his wife make 
their preparations days in advance of 
the threshing. 
Since field threshing

common,

schedules are open to g reater changes 
due to w eather conditions w hich p h o -1 
hibit operation.
